@ WINCHESTER (M-5). Stonewall Jackson's Headquarters, re- 
stored home used by the Confederate hero during the Valley 
Campaign. Daily 9-5, 65c. George Washington's office contains 
colonial relics, Daily 9-5 May-Oct. 50c. 

@ MANASSAS NATIONAL BATTLEFIELD PARK (N-6). Scene of 
the Civil War's opening field engagement (Bull Run) and, a year 
later, Second Manassas, Museum, Daily 9-5. to 6 summer. 

© ALEXANDRIA (0-6). Old colonial seaport town contains re- 
stored homes of that era on cobblestone street, and quaint shops 
and galleries in Old Port section.
